, perceiving his defired end now to Approach, and having requeſted Prayer to be 
conceived in his behalf by a ſpecial Friend, who had accompanied him moſt 
part of his ſickneſs, not long after that Office performed by him, he quier- 

y and peaceably reſigned his Soul into the hands of his bleſſed Saviour, no 
leſs ready (ddubtleſs ] to receive it from him, than himſelf was deſirous and 
forward to recommend it unto him. „ 6 

His Funeral Rites were performed at Chelſey, where he drew his laſt Breath; 
moſt of the Miniſters of better Note abour the City, either conſtantly reſi- 
ding, or occaſionally detained there, beſides a very great multitude of pri- 
vate Perſons well affeted repairing thereunto. Who were all there, after 
the uſual manner in ſuch caſes and on fuch occaſions, entertained at the 
Charge and by che Bounty of that worthy Gentle woman of ſingular Piety, 
in whoſe Houſe he Deceaſed. From which Place his Corps being convey- 
ed on the Shoulders of fix of his Reverend Brethren of the Minittry, who 

of their own accord offered themſelves unto tliat Office, to the place of pub- 


ent and inward Friend, though full of Grief for the loſs of one, who ſo en- 


and his worth, as for that entire affection which he conſtantly; bare to him, 
was moſt deſervedly exceedingly dear to him, and in regard thereof not ſo

When the Doctor had received and read this Letter, he was in all things 
ſatisſied, as to the Court, but they all xnew that Doctor Traverſe lay in 
wait for this Preferment; for being outed by the Statute at Emanuel Col:

The reſt of that Society rejoyced, that their Lecdurer was Maſter of ü 


Emaxeel,' and took occaſion to expreſs it according to their ſeveral diſpoſi- 
tions and relations, when he came to them in the Tearm, which ſhortly 
followed. There was one thing in the Colledge-Statutes that greatly trou- 
bled him; and that was that the Maſters abſence from the Colledge was 
confined-co a moneth in every quarter, and he ſaw not how he could at- 
tend at Court, and Preach at Lincolus-· Inne in Tearm time, but he ſhould 
tranſgeſſe; but the Fellows ſoon conſented to an interpretation, that abſol- 
ved him from the rigid ſenſe, there being in the Statute a double liberty;

And no 
wonder; for his end being to make impreſſions of good upon the Court, he could 
not but ſee, if they did not ſucceed, they would recoil, If you manure and 
ſow your land, if the ſeeds ſubdues it not, and conquers it, it is enabled to 
bring forch the ſtronger weeds, Heb.

This motion made known to Maſter Herring, was the rather hearkened 
unto, becauſe his ſuſpenſion from preaching was a burthen to his active ſpirit, 
and he eſpied no ground of hope that he ſhould ever be ſuffered by the Pre- 
lates to enjoy his much-defired liberty in England any more. Hereupon 
coming up to London, after much ſeeking of God, and ſerious conſulting 
with godly Brethren, he was perſwaded that this call came from God, and 
therefore might not be gain · ſaid. 

Now having re ſolved (in the purſuance of this Providence) to leave Eng- 
land, amongſt other difficalties to be encountred, he was much affected with 


a double conflict, the one relating unto his Manuſcripts, the other unto his 
near and much endeared Friends. He had many owe and letters ( which 


he much prized) containing both the ſpiritual breathings of gracious hearts, 


and matters of great concernment : and thoſe he durſt not adventure to take 


with him ( ſearing a ſearch, nor yet did he judge it ſafe to leave them, 
becauſe he knew not into what hands they might come; therefore upon ad- 
vice he burnt many writings, though both then and afterwards he hi 

tears think of that Letter martyrdome, (for ſo he called it,) wherein many of 
the beft thoughts of his deareft Friends were committed to the mes If this 
was ſo grievous, then let the Reader gueſſe, with what grief of heart this 
thought was entertained, that now he muſt leave thouſands of his precious 


- Friends, without any hope of ſeeing their faces any more in the land of the

And truly his labours and his lovely converſation had gained him multi- 
tudes of Friends, in every Countrey and- corner where he was known; for 
no man was more generally and intirely affected, by all ſorts, who feared 
God, then good Maſter Herring. Although it be not poſſible to give a parti- 
cular account of the Gentry and Miniſtry, ( moſt eminent for Religion) 
who highly prized and heartily -loved him, yet the vertuous Lady Margaret 
Bromley, (who then dwelt at Sheriff Holes in Shrop-(bire) deſerves an ho- 
nourable remembrance, becauſe -ſhe was a conſtant and unparallel'd favourer 
of all good Miniſters and People, _ both tender-hearted and open-han- 
ded towards ſuch who ſuffered under Prelacical preſſures, and otherwiſe; and 
at her houſe, the moſt famous Miniſters in all neighbour Countries, had hear- 
ty welcomes, with manifold ſweet opportunities of ſervice unto God, and of 
mutual edification, Beſides the frequent foul-helps which the Patiſhoners 
of the Congregation, to which ſhe was related, had upon Sabbath days for 
her ſake; there were few Holy-days, (daies of Vacancy from worldly buſineſſes,) 
in the year, wherein they had not one Sermon at the leaſt, preached by 
le Miniſter of Feſss Chriſt; amongſt whom, Maſter Pierſan, Maſter

king hands over the hedges, and upon the finall Salutation they comforted 


7 each other with this conſideration, That thangh they ſhould: never ſee one anz- 


ther again on earth, yet they ſhould meet in Heaven, And Mater Herring 
was ſo deeply affected with thoſe paſſages, that he ſaid to ſome of his com- 
pany, Two or three more ſuch partings: would hinder my journey beyond Seas; 
and yet adding withall, Maſter Ball hath conquered my peſſbons. In his paſſage 
out of England, he with warm affections and heavenly benedictions, took 
his leave of his own and his Wives Siſters, with their Husbands, whoſe dwel- 
lings were in divers Countries. Thoſe two eminently worthy Reverend Di- 
vines, Maſter oliver Bowles of Swuiton in Bedford ſhire, and Maſter Barry of 
Cotſmore in Rutland, (who had married two of his Wives gracious Siſters) 
as they had Brotherly reſpect in his boſome, ſo they had ſpecial viſits in his 
journey towards Holand, He was neceſſitated ſecretly to take ſhipping at Tar- 
mouth, ( whither his Brother - in - law Maſter Bowles did accompany him,) be- 
cauſe the then Arch - biſnop had given order, that no Scholar nor Miniſter 
ſhould paſſe, without Licenſe from the Councel - table.

His Sermons were 
ſhining light altogether ſpiritual and heavenly, full of ſolid explications and practicall ap- 

plications of the Word of God; whereby the Ciiy was well ſeaſoned as with 
lavoury ſalt, and much preſerved from thoſe innovations and Cortuptions, 
both in doctrine and Worſhip, which in thoſe dayes were creeping on apace; 
by reaſon whereof that Leven of formality, which many of the Cathedra- 
liſts were promoting, (who preferred pompous Ceremonies: before the pow- 
er of Godlineſſe) was ſtopped from ſpreading and Corrupting ſo much, as 
otherwiſe it might have done. For although he was not then perſwaded of 
the unlawſulneſſe of the then Governmer:t, and ſome Ceremonies then in ule, yet 
he could no way approve of the corrupt innovations coming on in thole dayes, 
but did with all wiſdome and zeal reprove them, countenzncing goodneſſe and 
good men. 

And by this means, he was a great ſtay and comfort to the godly Mini- 
ſters and People, both in the City and Countrey thereabouts; whom, not 
only by his publique preaching, but by many other Chriſtian and Miniſterial 
helps adminiſtred in his more private Converſes, he did very much incourage 
in true Piety, Of this very many Families in that City had great experi-

dition; admitting alſo perſons of all ranks freely to apply themſelves unto him 
as they had occaſion, and to partake the benefit of private Conferences, 
Prayers, and other Religious exerciſes; as likewiſe affording his Chriſtian ad- 
vice and direction in caſes of difficulty, eſpecially to diſtreſſed Conſciences;

Hereupon divers of them 
went thither on the Zords dey, where he frequently preached gratis, to help 
the Miniſter that then was there; and upon hearing of him they liked him 
ſo well, that making report thereof to their neighbours, he was by an una- 
nimous conſent (#emine vontradicente) choſen tro be their Miniſter, which 
election being made known to him, he accepted of it, and ever after ſhewed 
a great reſpect to the Inhabitants of that place. 
Before Maſter Gonge came to them, they had not ſo much as a Church 
of their own to meet and hear the word of God in, nor any place wherein 
to bury their dead, but by ſuch means as he uſed, the Church and 
Church-Porch, together with the Miniſters houſe, and Church-yard (all 
which they enjoyed. before but upon Curteſie) were bought in: ſo 
as now, they all, as their proper Inheritance, do belong to the Pariſh.of 
Black- Friars.

There was a Scelect Society of- thirteen perſons who joyned themſelves to- 
gether as Truſtees, to ſtir. up, and encourage ſuch as were piouſly affected, to 
contribute towards the buying in of 1mpropriations, and giving them freely to- 
wards the maintenance of godly and able Miniſters, And theſe were ſo faith- 
fal to their truſt, as albeit they met very frequently, 2nd ſpent much time 

and, pains in conſultation about that buſineſs, yet did they never ſpend one 
penny out of the publick ſtock, for the refreſhing of themſelves; yea though 
they had ſundry Agents, and Meſſengers whom they imployed about that bu- , 
ſineſs, and that both far and near, yet did they never diminiſh that ftock 
wherewirhall they were intruſted to the value of a penny; but themſelves, 
at leaſt, moſt of them, contributed out of their own purſes for the diſcharge 
of all by-expences, And when they had the opportunity of buying in any 
great- Impropriation, and wanted money in ſtock to go through with it, they

— and their ſociety was a conſtant cordial to his ſpirit. His frequent 


vifts of them that were in trouble, and his ſtirring up of others to the Hke 


practice, were teſtimonies of this his cordial love; which indeed was not ver- 
bal, but real. He was alſo abundant in works of charity, few men of his 
eſtate did equalize him therein. He would often ſay, Ii is « brave thing 
when 4 man, together with 4 full eftate, hath 4 charitable heart. Sometimes 
upon ſpecial occaſions he hath given away all the money that he had in the 
Houſe. It was not unuſual with him to give twenty ſhillings 20 a poor Saint, 
and he had many Experiences of Gods pracious returns in ſach caſes, 
By his laſt Wil! he gave twenty pounds to the godly poor of his own Pa- 
Sik 5 
There where two Caſes wherein his loves were moſt enlarged to the peo- 
ple of God, whereof you may take theſe two Inſtances, The one whea the 
ſuff-rings were publick. He often told an imimate Friend of his, that &=g- 
lands late breach with Scotland, and the Blood that was ſhed, together with 
other fad conſequences thereof, had taken fach impreſſion upon his heart, 
that the ſorrow would never be removed til} his death; and the ſuſſer ings both 
ia Heland and in Englaxd, in our late Sea · fights, were an heavy burden up- 
on his ſpirit, The other Cafe was. in reſpect to the inward perplexicy of 
ſuch as were afflicted in minde; having moved a ſpecial Friend of his the 
week before his death, to beſtow a viſit upon one in that condition, the ve- 
ry morning before his death (when ſpeech was grievous to him in reſpect 
of his great weakneſs) he asked him, whether he had remembred the party 
that was troubled in ſpirit : which was a remarkable evidence of his firong

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oſten gone upon Crutches unto the Congregation of his owa people, to ſul- 
il his Miniſtry; Yea, once at leaſt he adventured to Preach at Michaels Corn: 
bil, when he was (carce able to get into the Pulpit, and his Friends with 
much difficulty holp him out of the Church home-wards, And at other 
times when his legs would not ſerve, him, he uſed to ride to Church. And 
when he was by extremity of pains taken off from his M:niſtry , he would 
ſometimes proſeſs to ſome ſpecial Friends, that the pain ſelt was not ſo grie- 
vous to his ſpirit, as his inability, by reaſon thereof, to mannage his wonted 
work: Indeed it was his meat and drink, to be doing the will of his Heaven- 
ly Father. Many times theſe were his words, If I could but preach, 1 ſhould 
be much better; And he would rejoyce with cheerfulneſs and thankfnineſs , 
when in the times of his weakneſs he found not himſelf more diſtempered 
by. bis preaching, aud would mention ſuch experiences, as arguments to move; 


and induce his Friends to yeeld to his preaching when they diſſwaded him from. 


it as prejudicial to his health. 


Awno Chriſii 1654, about the beginning of November, the violent pain of His ſickneſs 


the Stone, did in ſuch a manner and meaiure arreſt him, that from that time 
he contiuued Gods priſoner, confined to his Bed or chamber, till he was ſet 
free by a long expected, and much deſired death. Moſt Phyſitians in the 
City were conſulted with, and were from time to time very ready to ſerve 
him with their advice, who did unanimouſly conclude, that his ſharp pains 
proceeded Originally from an Ulcer in the Kidnies, but immediately from 
an Ulcer in the neck of che Bladder, cauſed by a continual flux of Ulcerous 
matter dropping down upon that part; and by reaſon of the acuteneſs and 
quickneſs of the ſenſe there, his pains were almoſt continually in chat place, 
h the fountain of them was from the Kidnies. 

About two moneths before his Death, his pains grew more extteam, yet 
Divine indulgence vouchſafed at ſome times ſome mitigation of them, and inter- 
miſſion both in the night and day: But notwithſtauding the long continuance 
and {extremity of them neither his Faith nor Patience did abate,z yea, they 
much encreaſed, and grew higher; and as he grew nearer his end, , ſo his 
longings for death were much increaſed, yet accompanied with holy ſubmiſ- 
ſion to the good pleaſure of his gracious Father. 

Theſe were ſome of his expreſſions, O my God, break open the Priſon door,

Upon any abatements. of his excruciating pains, he was conſtantly much 
in bleſſing God, ufing theſe, and ſuch like expreſſions: O! what 4 mercy is 
it that there is any mitigation, any intermiſſion! Lord make me thankfull. And 
turning himſelf towards thoſe that ſtood by, he would beſpeak them thus; o 
help me to be thankfull ! © lift up 4 Prayer for me that I may be thankful! o 
what 4 Mercy is this! How much worſe might this affliftion have been! I might 
have been diſtracted, or laid roaring under — of ſpirit : By theſe, and 
many ſuch like expreſſions, and workings of his ſpirit, who perceiveth not the 
ſparklings of his love to God? And to a dear Fiend he oſten ſaid, Brother, 
through mercy, I have not one repining thought againſt God. | 
The Sabbath ſeven-night before God releaſed him, though his pains were 
very ſharp, yet he beſtowed moſt part of the time of publick Ordinances, in 
prayer, together with thoſe that were about him, and his Petitions were moſt 
in the behalf of Miniſters, that God would cloath his Ordinances with his 
own power, and enable his Miniſters to ſpeak to the ſouls of his people. 
Then did he alſowith many tears bewail his detainment from the SanQuary, 
and Sabbath- opportunities of doing, and receiving good, which had been his 
delight: Profeſſing alſo, that his being taken off from ſervice, was a greater 
affliction to him than all his bodily pains, And becanſe this apprehenſion 
(to wit, of his preſent unſerviceableneſs) did much affli& him; this there- 
fore was often ſuggeſted to him (which the Lord pleaſed. to make a relief to 
his ſpirit) viz. that now by the practice of Faith, Patience, Contentment, 
and ſpiritualneſs (which he had formerly preached to, and preſſed upon o- 
thers) he was very profitable unto them who viſited him, and might alſo 
prove very advantagious unto others who might be acquainted therewith, 


through Gods grace by Chriſt. 


So great was his tender reſpect to his Friends, that when his pains were 
coming with violence, he would intreat them to withdraw from him, that 
they might not be grieved with his roarings; and he uſed often to bleſs God, 
that his compaſſionace Friends were not neceſſitated to abide within the reach 
of his doleful] lamentation. 5 ms 

As his death drew more nigh, ſo his fits of pain were more frequent, either every 
half hour, or many times every quarter, yea two or three in a quarter of an 
hour, which. did exceedingly abate his ſtrength. N 

The night before God took him out of this vale of tears, Maſter 4ſb hear- 
ing that he, was not likely to live another day, went early in the morning 
to take his leave of him, whom his ſonl loved, at which time he found his 
bodily ſtrength much decayed , and perceiving that he could not ſpeak with- 
out much difficulty, Maſter 4ſb ſpake the more unto him in reference to the 
approach of his happy hoped for change, and his diſcourſe (through Gods 
mercy) was very refreſhing to his ſpirit. He told him alſo that many of his 
Friends intended to ſet apart that day in ſeeking the Lord for him, and asked 
him, in what things eſpecially he defired to be remembred before the 
Throne of Grace ? His anſwer was, Do not complain, but bleſs Cod for 
me, and intreat bim to open the Priſon door. Then Maſter Aſb, laying 
his tand upon his cold hand, covered with a clammy ſweat, took his farewell of him 
with an aking heart; and upon his departure from him, the laft words which

At fifteen years old, he had made ſuch a Progrefs in the Study ofEhronole- 
gy, that he drew up in Latis, an exact Chronicle of the Bible as fat as to the 
Books of the Kings, which did not much differ from that of his late Annals, 
excepting his enlargments by {&me exquiſite 'Obfervations ; and ti Syncro- 
viſmes of Heathen Story. About this time alſo he was much affliegwith a 
ſtrong Temptation, Which mobed him to queſtion Gods lobe t 
becauſe he was fo free from Afflictions, which was occalioned by 
conſiderate paſſages, which he met with in ſome Authors, and Mg was he 
under ſome trouble before he could get rid of ie. 

Before he was Batechelor of Arts, he tead Stapletons Fortreſs of the Faith, 
and therein finding how confidently he afferted Antiquity for the Feph Te- 
nets, withal, branding our Church and Religion, with Novelty, in what we 
diſſented from them, % was much troubled at it, not knowing buf that his 
Quotations might be right; and he was convinced that the Ancienteſt muſt 
needs be beſt, as the neater the Fountain the ſweeter and clearer are the 
Streams; 5er withal, he fuſpected that Stapleton might miſ- report he Fa- 
chers, or wreſt them to his owh ſenfe; and therefote he took up « ſetled 
Reſolution, that in due time, if God ptolonged his life and health, he would 
truſt only his own Eyes, by Reading over all the Fathers ,g for his 
Satisfaction herein; which work he afterward began at Twenty Tes old, 
and finiſhed that vaſt Labour at Thirty eight, ſtrictly tying himſdf to a 
certain Portion every day, what occaſions ſoever intervened.

After his recovery, the Lord Mordant (afterwards Earl of Peterborough ) be- 
ing a Papiſt, and deſirous to draw his Lady to the ſame Religion, he was wil- 
ling that there ſnould -be a meeting of two eminent perſons of each party to 
diſpute what might be in controverſie between them.

ed; which ſtrangers have wondred at, as the Diſciples marvelled at our Savi- 
outs talking with the poor woman of Samaria, Joh. 4. 27. and anſwering het 
queſtions, rather than taking notice of them, Indeed he was a Mirror of Humili- 
ty: For though he was higher than any other from the ſnoulders upward, yet 
might many of his inferiours learn humility of him, as may appear in theſe 
few amongit many other examples, : 7 

1. In his publick preaching, no man more denied himſelf to preach Chri#, 
inſomuch as ſome that affected that frothy way of preaching by itrong lines (as 
they call them) were much aſhamed after they had heard him preach in oxford, 
 whirein he reproved, and decried the Corinthian vanity in this kinde. Alſo 
in one paſſage of his at the Court before the King, he taught the Biſhops; 
and Doctors that then heard him, thus; Great Schollars (ſaid he) poſſibly may think 
that it ſtands not with their credit, and Reputation to ſtoop ſo low, Ec. But 
let the Learnedeſt of us all try it when we will, and we (hall finde, that to lay 
this ground work right, that is, to apply our ſelves to the Capacities of a com- 
mon Auditory, aud to make an ignorant man to underitand theſe Miiteries in 
ſome good meaſare, will put us to the trial of our skill, and will trouble as 4 
great deal more, than if we were to diſcuſs a Controverſie, or handle a ſubtile 
Point of Learning in the Schools. He was indeed another Paul, who arter- 
mined to know nothing but Chriſt, and bim crucified, Neither was his ſpeech 
or preaching with the enticing words of mans wiſdom, but in the demonſtration 
of the Spirit, and of power, x Cor. 2. 2, 4+ | 5 

2. In his private Converfation he framed himſelf to the capacity of rhe 
meaneſi that converſed with him. He had an excellent gift of expreſſing 
himſelf both in Latine and Exgliſh, and as he could fore with the Eagle in 
Polemick Diſcourſes when he met with Giants, ſo he would ſtoop to the 
loweſt Pigavies in practical Subjects, and would apply himſelf to the pooreſt 
and weakeſt Chriſtians. He was no Di&ator, nor would impoſe upon other mens 
jadgments or Conſciences, but was as ready to receave from others, as to im- 
part to them, and would mueh ineline to vulgar Chriſtians, rather than un- 
to others that were more learned. : | 
3. In his demeanour and behaviour he had high thoughts of others, and as 
low of himſelf, and that in every condition of his Lite, both in proſperity 
and adverſity» Godly - perſons of what rank ſoever, had great power wittr 
him, be would puc « in his Boſome, Viſit them im their Sickneſs, Sup- 
ply their Wants, Beg their Prayers, and Countenance their Cauſe and Per- 
fons.. In his paſſage for Ireland, he ſometimes lay at Neſfos for wind, 
where ſundry times he Preached to a plain Country Anditory: And whereas 
there were in that part of the Country (where 1 lived about five years 
. when. l firſt began my miniſtry) divers plain Chriſtians, which were never 


called but by their Chriſtian names; yet indeed were ſuch as had not 4 


bare form, but the. Life and Power of godlineſs in them, fo that F was ne- 
ver acquainted with more Knowing Chriſtians, for men and women of their 
Rank; theſe he grew into familiar Acquaintance with, would entertain them 
in bis Chamber, Diſcourſe with them, Anſwer their Queſtions, and ſatis- 
fie their Doubts: And when he was made Archbiſhop ,” ſome of them told 
bim, that now they muſt know their diſtance, and durſt not be fo * 
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with him as ſormerly: To whom he anſwered, That he was the fame man till, 
and they ſnould be as welcome to him as formerly, and accordingly uſed the 
fame familiarity with them as he bad wont to do: And when he lay at Che- 
fer, he would as ſoon Preach at the requeſt of Maſter Aſb ros, and Miſtreſs 
Kirkman (a godly Woman of the meaner ranck, whom I well: knew) as at

Whilſt 1 lived in Warwickſhire, - not much before the long Parliament be-

as — Maſter Dod (who uſed to fay, that ſo much Tatine was ſo much 
fleſhin a Sermon) Maſter Cleaver , Maſter Hilderſam, and ſuch other holy 
men of God, led by the ſelf-ſame Spirit.

Whatever Subject he fell upon, 
he would handle it ſo Divine · liłe, that the hearts of his Auditors would be 
wrapt up into Heaven, whileſt they heard him winding, and turning a point 
of Divinity, like a workmen that needed not 10 be aſhamed. 

Whereas, now adayes, whileſt ſome of our great Divines, ſeem to be too 
much taken up with quaint, and Hiſtoricall flouriſhes, there is à ſenſible de- 
cay of the power of God amongſt us. An Exotict, or ſtrange tongue in 


the publick Congregation (whatever men think of it) is ſer out as a ſign oA 


Gods diſpleaſure, 1 Cor. 14. 21 22. It feeds ſuch humors as ſhould rather 
be purged out. It had no good effect in the Church of Corinth. Mens wits 
will wax wanton, when they be not over - awed by the plain power of Gods 
Word. When Preachers keep not cloſe to the very words of our Lord Fe- 
ſos Chri#, 1 Tim. 6. 3. and to the Doctrine that is according to godlineſs + 
But love to be tampering with another Doctrine, though not with ano- 
ther in the main; but even in the manner of delivery only, (as when it ſa- 
vours too much of the pomp of humane Eloquence (ſaith Calvin) whenit 
differs from the ſtile of the Holy Ghoſt, (ſaith Dares) the people be in 
danger of turning aſide to vain jangling, to perverſe diſpurings; deſiring to be 
teachers, and ſuch like matters. The Gold upon the Pill may pleaſe the 
eye; but ir profits not the patient. The Paint upon the Glaſs may feed the 
fancy; but the room is the darker for it. The Sword of Gods Spirit can 

never wound ſo deep, as when it's plucked out of theſe gaudy Scabbards. 
. Nakedneſs deforms too too many in theſe dayes 3 but it is the beſt gar- 
niſhing, and Ornament, the truth can have. A ſober dreſs beſt becomes 2 
grave Matron. There be words as well as things which the Holy Ghoſt 
teacheth, 1 Cor. 2. 13. The Arrows fetched out of Gods own Quiver wilt 
Pierce the deepeſt, and make the people fall che ſooneſt under CbriF., The 
weakneſs of God is Fronger thaw men. Pauls weapons were mighty; The 
fincere milk of Gods Word will make Chrifts Babes ro grow beſt. 

This curious age is too roo much given to the affectation of words, and 
phraſes, and cadencies : and holy Doctor gibs was wont to ſay, That great 
affectation, and good affections ſeldome go together.

Vet for all this, he was clear in his opinion ſor the lawfulneſs of the uſe of 
ſet Forms of Prayer, according to the tenet of all our beſt, and moſt judicious 
Divines, and according to the practice of all Churches, even the beſt reformed, 
 ſaich Maſter Rogers, now, and in all former ages. So ſaith Maſter Milderſam:

That he adorned 4 heavenly Doftrine, with « heavenly Life, In a word, he 
did vertere verbs in ofere, he lived Religion, whilſt many only make it 
the Subject of their diſcourſe. He was much more than he ſeemed to be, 
N to make a noiſe in the world, but accounting it better to do, than 
co ſpeak. | 
Ie, la his Works of Charity to the Poor, he was no leſs diſcreet, than pri- 
His Charig vate. When he met with fit Objects, his Hands was more ready to give, 
than his Tongue to proclaim it. Indeed he was no Friend to Idle, Lazy, 
Canting Perſons, who live on the ſweat of other mens Brows, Theſe he 
looked upon as the Pefts of the Commonwealth, nor could he think it Cha- 
rity to relieve ſuch to the . prejudice of the publick, and to their own de- 
ſtruction. But Gods Poor, and the Hoſbonld of Faith lay neer his Heart, 
Whoſoeyer ſhall ſurvey his large Bills of weekly, and quarterly allowan- 
ces (beſides conſiderable Sums given to the poor Miniſters, and eſpecially 
to their Widows and Orphans, who never knew whence it came) and hall 
add thereunto, his Legacies bequeathed in his Vill to charitable Uſes, can- 
not (whatever others thought of him) but judge, that his Charity exceeded the 
ordinary proportion of his Revenues, Naturally he was of a ſtout and maſ- 
culine Temper, yet through Grace, he attained to a great meaſure of 
His Humi- Humility : He was mean, and low, in his own Eyes, and had more 
lity under valuing Thoughts of himſelf, than all the World beſides had of him. 
He was very ſenſible of that Enemy, which he often complained of, wiz.

Speeches. lief. It maſt needs be acknowledged a great meaſure of Humilty,. that 
could keep a man lowly under ſuch Abilities, Attainments, and ſuch ge- 
neral Applauſes as he met with in every place.

Thus one great Work is over. Guſftavss had all this while to do with a 
people whoſe Principles were fixed in their Manufactures; and though they 
had many Eyes, and could diſcern things nigh at hand well enough, yer 
could they not diſcern the times, nor from thence make concluſions what 
they ought to do. For God never made all men for all things. Miners are 
no good Stares- men, nor States- men good Miners, and therefore its the 
leſs marvel that G###2vus ſpent an whole year in this painful Pilgrimage, with 
continual Labour and Danger, and all.to make this People ſenſible of their 
Condition, and willing to defend their Liberties before it was too late; and 
yet could he prevail nothing, till the Daniſh Feaſt at Stockholwe (fot above 
two moneth paſt) rouſed them out of their Security. But now Guſtavus 
was in a Poſture for the Field, as a Captain for the Liberties of Swede», 
againſt a known Enemy, or Tyrant rather, who thought that he had ſetled 
his Government in Sweden, both by Law and Arms. 

Nor indeed can this Work be looked upon but as 2 ſpecial Work of Di-

By this means, he gained in ſome meaſure, a ſtock for the incouragement 
of his Souldiers, whereby his Army encreaſed daily, and he facing about, 
went to the other Mountains, where, by general Conſent, he was made 
their Lord and Governour: After which, He divided his Army into two 
Parts, leaving one in the Mountains under the Command of Peter $1: uo, 


a famous Captain, to whom many of the Inhabitants joyned themſelves, and 
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theſe he kept as a reſerve, to aſſiſt him as occaſion required. 

With the other part of his Army, he marched into the Country of Hel- 
ſong, which on one fide bordered upon the Sea, having the Valley of the 
Dallcarles on the other; and this he did, as well to gain a paſſage by Sea; 
if occaſion ſhould require, as to ſecure his Army the more by ſuch good 
Neighborhood: But whilſt he thus advanced into Helſing, Letters were (ent 
unto the Mountainers from the Archbiſhop of Hpſal, the old Enemy of the

He was obſerved to be an impartial Adminiſtrator of Juſtice, and one that His Impar- 
without reſpect of perſons did punish evil doers, of what quality, or condition tiality; * 
ſoever they were that did tranſgreſs the Law; whether they were Citizens 
or ſtrangers that eame thither, if complaint were made to him, they should 
not eſcape ſuch condiga punishmenc, as the Laws of the Land, or cuſtome of 
the place did award.

while he took ſuch Courſes,” than he could eat that ſtone (pointing toa great 
ſtone in his Court) and then required him to pay five ſhillings for his Oaths, 
which he did: Then he told him that he muſt put in ſureties for his good be- 
haviour: This che Gentleman refaſed to do, alleadging that he was a ſtran- 
ger: Whereupon Maſter Furdain commanded the Conſtables to carry him 
away to priſon till he would find ſureties, which accordingly they did; and 
as he was going into the priſon door, he deſired that he might return back 
again, and he would give Bail: When he came to Maſter Fardain to do it,

more in this kind, and that this was but a Chip of that Croſs, which, as he 
was commanded , he was willing to bear: Yea, he was well content to 
drink. of this bitter Cup after his Maſter, and with him, he diſpiſed the ſhame, 
Heb. 12. 2. which the men of the wotld caſt upon him: Nay, he accounted it 
his honour to ſuffer ſhame for the Name of Chriſt ,, as the Apoſtles did, 
Ack. 5.4. But ſome there were that brought ſhame upon themſelves, whileſt 
they thought to caſt contempt, and ſcorn upon him. Amongſt other inſtances, 
this one was remarkeable: That being choſen Burgeſs for the Parliament, 
not without much oppoſition, and going up to London to clear the Election, 
at which time, there was an accuſation ſent up againſt him by a man of no 
mean place, and power, That he was the Hoſt of the $chiſmaticks : Where- 
upon ſome preſumed that he would have been ſent back with diſgrace: And 
accordingly there was a Sermon prepared by one to jeer him at his return;

And as Maſter Furdaine ſtood up boldly for God, ſo did God ſtand by, 
and for him, and aſſiſted him, and carried him through many troubles, and 
dangers that did chreaten, and even compaſs him about. One act of Gods 
providence, amongſt many others, was moſt notable, in delivering him out 
of trouble. He having done an act of juſtice (as was hinted before) ia 


ing an unclean perſon, whoſe offence was aggravated by ſome hainous 


circumſtances, being moved with an holy indignation agaioſt the offence, he 
went ( 28 it ſees) beſides the letter of the Law in ſome circumſtance :

utter undoing. But when his Friends on earth failed, he flees to Heaven 
for ſuccour, and defence, and cried unto God in Davids words, Pſal. 22. 
11, 19. Be not far from me, O Lid, for trouble is near: For there is none 
to belp: O my ſtrength, haſt tho to help me. And he ſer apart the evening, 
and a'great part of the night, by Faſting, and Prayer, to engage God on 


to turn them as he pleaſeth, Prov. 21. 1. And behold, the next morning he 
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received a reall, and gracious anſwer from' Heaven, being not only acquit- 
ted, but commended by the Lord Keeper, God ſtirring up the Hearts of 
divers in that high, and arbitrary Court, to ſpeak for him. Thus the Lord 
was 2 very preſent help to him in the time of trouble, Pſalm 4 1. 
After he was thus (through Gods mercy) freed, and returned to his houſe, 
he piled up the Books, and Papers of all the proceedings in that trodbleſome, 
and vexatious buſineſs, under his Cupboard in his Parlour, which was the 
place to which he did often reſort, and where he had that daily ſweet, and 
Feaveny communion with God aforementioned ; and being asked the reaſon 


why heleft ſo many Books, and Papers to lie in that manner? His anſwer 


was ; Theſe I keep in my ſight as memorials, and monuments of Gods mercy 
in freeing me from my troubles. © - 33 . 
Many other particulars might be inſtanced in: But by that little which hach 


bee ſaid, you may gueſs at the great worth of this holy man. Only give 


me leave to adde the obſervations, and teſtimony of Maſter Thomas Manton,
